In 1961 Postle- 
thwait ^irst sought t to put only ^asual comments on audio tapes to ass,ist 
students in hjs freshmaaJHitanyJcourse^ _ 

From this beginning^ audici^tutorial instruction has grown in 
popularity.. Its' dse iij the classroom can be seen in all levels of edu-
